NEW YORK, March 27.—When the jury 
pronounced Albert T. Patrick guilty of the 
murder of aged William Marsh Rice. which 
verdict carries with it the sentence of 
death, he was the coolest man in the court- 
room 

In this he was no exception. Carlyle 
Iiarris, Buchanan, Meyer, Molineux—all the 
men convicted in the courts of this city of 
murder by poisun--acted in the same deb- 
onair, jaunty fashion 

The prisoner is still full of hope, and he 
seems to feel sure of getting a new trial 
on appeal. 

The prisoner’s father, Capt. Henry Pat- 
rick, and his sister, Miss Emma. remained 
In the courtroom after the jury retired. 
Py a ruse they were drawn into an ante- 
room just before the jury entered, so that 
there should be no distressing scene. 

As the 12 men marched into the cold twi- 
light of the courtroom Patrick, the co'or 
all banished from his ruddy face, his 
checks showing like grayish-white discs in 
the gloom, followed them. 

Hie sat beside Mr. House, but an officer 
tapped him on the shoulder and led him 
outside the bar, where he stood resting his 
left hand carelessly on the rail. 

With an effort he breathed deep. 
forth his chest and held his head verv 
erect as he scanned the faces of his 12 
judges. Not cne of them gave back a re- 
assuring glance. All seemed tmmersed in 
gloomy contemplation and none looked for 
on instant in Patrick's direction. 


Patrick Assumed a 
Supercilious Air. 


When the verdict was read and repeated, 
Patrick turned a supercilious gaze upon the 
jurors. He seemed to be speculating cas- 
ually and rather contemptuously upon some 
trivial problem concerning them 

The only appearance that tindicated his 
concern was the deadly pallor of his face 
His eyes were bright, though. and he was 
unable to infuse scorn into his gaze, as he 
stared at face after face of the twelve 
without being able to draw a return glance

Story of the 
Rice Murder. 

The murdered man, William M. Rice, was 
a recluse.

He 
declared that his late client had repeatedly 
expressed the wish that his bodv_be 
mated and when the day arrived for the 
funeral the services were no sooner con- 
cluded than directions were given to send 
the bodv to Fresh Pond, L. I.. for tncinera- 
| tion. While the coffin was 
from the house the police stepred in and 
sent the body to the morgue, where Prof. 
Witthause removed the vital organs and 
the stomach for examination. 


|How Suspicion 
Was Aroused. 

Between the known hour of M. Rice's 
death and his funeral several very queer 
things had happened to arouse suspicions 
of foul play. Several checks had been pre- 
sented at the private banking house of S. 
W. Swenson & Son, 15 Wall street, and the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Co. for certification. 
They were all signed by the deceased and 
were payable to the order of Albert T. 
Patrick. Their genuineness appeared to be 
conceded, but one of the clerks in Swenson 
& Son's discovered that in a check for $25,- 
000 the word “‘Albert’’ was spelled ‘‘Abert.’’ 
The check was sent back for correction 
and the bank then discovered that Mr. Rice 
was dead. 

The Fifth Avenue Trust Co. certified the 
check presented to it to the amount of 
$65,000, and when they were handed to Law- 
yer Patrick he frankly informed the bank's 
cashier that the drawer of. the check had 
passed away. The act was entirely legal, 
and if the checks were genuine. as seemed 
and so passed upon by the bank, the holder 
of the check was. entirely within hts legal 
rights. 

While Swenson & Son were largely in- 
strumental in bringing the charge of con- 
spiracy against Patrick, the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Co. stood by the lawver to the ex- 
tent of affirming that the checks he held 
were genuine and were a charge against 
the Rice estate.

involved in conferring with, its represen- 
tatives. 

The mecting was held at the Church Mis- 
Bion House and began shortly before 11 
o'clock. The mine workers were on hand 
first. After them came a number of con- 
Clliators headed by Senator Hanna and Os- 
car Straus, and then came the coal op- 
erators. 

Just before the meeting began Senator 
Hanna came to the door and to the news- 
paper men and said: ‘Messrs. Thomas, 
Baer, Truesdale and Olyphant have come 
here today at our invitation to meet the 
representatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers and discuss the situation with them.

The 
holes in the grcund are ready for the 
trees and have been especially well pre- 
pared for the pianting. 

Friday, printed notification of the arrival 
of the trees and instructions for their 
planting and care, will be mailed to pur- 
ere of trees, who may then secure 

em. 

The trees are at the switch at Union ave- 
nue and the Wabash tracks in Forest Park. 
They were taken there because it wag the 
only available place where they might be 
“heeled in’ the ground and properly pro- 
tected. They are in the care of an ex- 
perienced gardener. 


Trees Have Fine 
Vigorous Roots. 

This lot of trees is especially fine, and 
@ach one of them was selected by Mr. 
Babcox, who directed its removal from tlie 
ground and saw it loaded into the car that 
was to bring it to St. Louls. Mr. Babcox 
gays that the trees are well topped, full 
of good strong branches and have fine, 
vigorous roots. Not one of these trees 
need be lost if they are planted accord- 
ing to his instructions and _ intelligently 
pruned and cared for thereafter. 

The citizens’ committee in charge of the 
distribution of the trees desires those 
who plant the trees to inform the com- 
mittee of their progress from time to time 
so that they may be given special instruc- 
tions as to their care, if necessary, aris- 
ing out of such possible extraordinary con- 
ditions as drought or extremely wet weath- 
er.

The people of Springfield, whence the trees 
come, are very proud of the fact that so 
many trees from their city are to grow 
in St. Louis, Mr. Baboox says. When the 
trees are being dug up and prepared for 
shipment everyone connected with the work 
was solicitous that only the very finest 
trees should represent Springfield in the 
World's Fair city. 

The Post-Dispatch will publish the in- 
structions prepared by Mr. Babcox for the 
planting. pruning and care of trees, with 
euch illustrations as will make them read- 
ily intelligible to everyone.
